Marttnsburg, W. Va., Nov. 9.—Judge 


John J. Jackson handed down a deci- 
sion which .holds that transfer cannot, 
without trial, be made under tho civil 
service law, because it is equivalent to 
removal. 


Judge Jackson insists that the ap- 


pointment of a man to a federal posi- 
tion under the civil service law gives 
him a right in equity to the 
place 


which he is not forced to surrender, 
save Cor cause. 


JutigG Jackson remarks in his docu- 


ment "that the leaving oC discretionary 
powers in the hands of the heads of 
departments makes tho civil service 
a dead letter. He rules that there is 
no doubt the civil service law is en- 
tirely constitutional. 


His second finding is that congress 


has never delegated to the president 
and the commission legislative power. 


I-Iis third point declares that the in- 


ternal revenue service has been placed 
under the merit code, and 
tie 
also 


•holds that any attempt to change the 
position and rank of officers in civil 
service departments is a violation of 
the law. 


His final holding is that the court of 


equity has a right to sit in such case, 
and has the jurisdiction to restrain the 
appointing power from removing the 
oflleei-s from their positions, if such 
removals are shown -to be in violation 
of the civil service act. He therefore 
ordered that the men who had been 
shifted from a good salaried place to a 
smaller salaried place should 'be re- 
instated.

Ex-Mayor Hall has an old book en- 


titled, "The Laws and Ordinances of 
the Town of Portsmouth," revised and 
published by the authority of the com- 
mon council. This book was published 
in 1888, at the Soioto Tribune office by 
a Oamden Printer. On the fly leaf is 
written "Qeo. Johnson, March 13th, 
1846." This is the autograph 
C 
0nt the 


Hon. George Johnson, who was mayor 
of Portsmouth at that time. The book 
is bound in a number of blank leaves, 
both back and front, and the front 
blank leaves contain an index of the 
hook, written out in the handwriting ol 
Mr. Johnson. The back blank leaves 
are numbered and have thereon pasted 
ordinances of the town of Portsmouth, 
passed t after the publication of the 
book. 


The first part of the book contains 


the laws of the state relating to the town 
of Portsmouth. Prior to 1851 all towns 
were incororated by an act of legisla- 
ture for that purpose. In this oase the 
act is entitled, "An act to incorporate 
the town of Portsmouth, in the county 
of Soioto." 


The act appears to have been passed 


December 29th, 1814, and is signed by 
John Pollock, speaker of the house of 
representatives, and by Thomas Kirker, 
speaker of the senate. 


«** 


It provides that that so much of the 


township of Wayne, in the oounty ol 
Soioto, as is comprised and designated 
in the plan of the town of Portsmouth, 
as is recorded in the recorder's office ol 
said oounty; also that part of said 
township lying south and west of the 
town, as is included in tthe aame be 
tween the Scioto and Ohio rivers, 
shall be, and is, erected into 'a town 
corporate, henceforth^to be known and 
di signaled by the name of the town of 
Portsmouth, subject, however, to such 
alterations from time to time as the 
legislature may deem proper. 


Section 2 of this Act provided that 


the white freeholders and homekeepers 
who had been residing in the town for 
one year shonld meet at the courthouse 
on the second Monday in March next 
1815) and then and there elect and 
choose by ballot nine persons, being 
feenolderrs and inhabitants of 
the 


town, to serve as president, recorder 
and common oounoilmen of the town. 
The persons elected were, within one 
week after their election, to proceed to 
choose by ballot out of their own body 
one president, one recorder and treas- 
urer, and the other six, in conjunction 
with the president, recorder and treas- 
urer, were to act as common council- 
men. The common council, when elec- 
ted, was to determine by lot their 
terms—three to serve one year, three 
two years and three three years. 


*** 


(The common cotmoil was made a 


body 
corporate and politic by the 


name of the president and common 
council of the town of Portsmouth, and 
by that name was to have perpetual 
succession, eto. The first president 
was required to take an oath of office 
before a justice of the peace, and every 
succeeding president was to be quali- 
fied in like manner before one of the 
oonncilmen. The recorder, treasurer 
and eaoh common councilman was to 
take a like oath before the president as 
a qualification for office. 


The common council was to appoint 


an assessor, a town marshal, a clerk of 
the market and such other subordinate 
officers as it might deem necessary, and 
to impose suoh fines for refusing these 
offices as to them should appear proper 
and reasonable. {'/The president and 
common council were to lay a tax an- 
nually in May, which was to be as- 
sessed on all taxable objects in the 
town, but no tax on improved reality 
was to exceed one per cent, of its value. 
The assessors were further to be gov- 
erned by rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the common council. 
The 


council was also anthorizetd to erect 
and repair wharves and make and pub- 
lish ordinances in writing and alter or 
repeal them, from time to time, for the 
internal safety and convenience of the 
said town of Portsmouth and its in- 
habitants. 
The oonnoil was forbidden 


to enact any law subjecting 
cattle, 


sheep or hogs, not belonging to the 
town, to be abused, taken or sold for 
coming into the bounds of. the corpor- 
ation. 
The president of the council was 


granted numerous powers now exercised 
by the mayor as to fines, etc., but it 
was provided that no person should be 
imprisoned 
more than 
twenty-four 


hours for one offense. 


The town marshal was to be collector 


of the taxes assessed by the town, and 
was to collect all of them within three 
months after the duplicate was turned 
over to him. 
After three months he 


could collect the taxes by distress, but 
had to give ten days' notice before 
making any distress. He was to sell 
real estate for unpaid taxes, by written 
advertisements posted 
up 
in 
three 


places in the town, and it was to be 
advertised for four months, and then, 
if not paid, the lots were to be sold, 
deeds were to be made for the premises 
sold, and the purchaser was to have 
the same title the person had, for whose 
taxes the real estate was sold. 


At the annual town election, on the 


second Monday of March in eaoh year, 
;he polls were to open at 10 a. m. and 
;o close at 4 p. m., and two judges and 
a clerk of the election were to ba ap- 
pointed viva vooe at the first election, 
and thereafter any three of the council 
were to be judges of the election. 
The 


recorder was olerk of the election after 
the first. 


In case of any vacancies in the com- 


mon council they were to be filled by 
that body. The corporation was allowed 
the use of the county jail for its pris- 
oners. This act took effect March 1st, 
1815, and so far as advised at present is 
believed to be the first act of the legis- 
lature incorporating the town. This 
act was amended in 1828, on January 
26th, and the amending act is signed 
by Joseph Richardson, speaker of the 
house, and by Allen Trimble, speaker 
of the senate. 


In this act the president of the com- 


mon council was made an officio justice 
of the peace, and the common connoi 
was granted further and fuller powers 
as to wharves, public buildings, streets 
and alleys, to require owners to pave 
or gravel side walks, to establish ant 
regnlate markets, to restrain swine 
Irom running at large, to regulate thi 
'assise" of bread, etc.; but the sam 
reservation was made in favor of sheep 
cattle and hogs belonging outside ol 
the town; they were not to be taken 
np, abused or sold for coming into o 
passing through the town.

The act gave the council power t 


regulate the height and extent offence 
before door-yards Ordinances were t 
be published by the recorder, postin: 
them up in two places in the town, o 
by publishing the same in some news 
paper printed ia the town, and the 
ordinances were to be inforced three 
days after publication. 


If anyone were fined before the presi- 


dent of the common council he could 
appeal to the court of common pleas by 
having a freeholder of the town enter 
recognizance for him. 
This law also 


required every able-bodied free male 
householder, who 
had lived 
three 


months in the corporation, to perform 
two days' labor on the streets or high- 
ways under the direction of the super- 
visor of the coporation. 
It also pro- 


vided for a tax on all dogs in the cor- 
poration, and that no tax on real estate 
in the corporation should exceed one- 
half of one per centum of the value 
thereof. 


The town was conducted under these 


two laws and ordinances made in pur- 
suance thereof, until 1838, when the 
charter of the town was again exten- 
sively amended, which amendments 
will be reserved for a future article.

Between the United States and Canada, 
namely, the passage of alien laborers 
from Canada, the north Atlantic fish- 
eries question, the presence of many 
Americans in the Klondike territory 
belonging to Canada and in the mining 
regions of British Columbia, the fish- 
eries trouble along the great lakes, the 
bonding privilege granted Canadian 
railroads, the controversy over rights 
in the Frazier river, British Columbia 
and in Puget sound, and also the ques- 
tion of a reciprocity arrangement be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 


There is direct and definite informa- 


tion that Sir Wilfrid comes prepared 
to take up all these questions, and if 
possible include them in one general 
settlement whereby/ the constant fric- 
tion they' have engendered may be 
overcome. On some of these subjects 
he will confer with President McKin- 
ley, and on at least one of them, that 
relating to alien laborers crossing the 
border, he will suggest such mutual 
modifications of present restrictions as 
In his opinion will be of material ad- 
vantage to thousands of Americans 
now in the Klondike and British Co- 
lumbia mining country, and at the 
same time will be of advantage to Can- 
ada along the eastern border. 


The essential features of SirWilfrid's 


mission were communicated to the offi- 
cials here by persons fully advised o£ 
the premier's plans, and it can be said 
that the suggestion that the docket be 
cleared of existing disputes between 
Canada and the United States met with 
the favor of the administration.
